yea attendants on his triumph - They 
mmifired unto him. 
We will take the words of the 
Text as they lie in order. 
Then. 
Tien ? When «f Immediately af- 
ter the ending of his B iptizing, and 
immediately before the beginning 
of his Preaching, vcrL 1 7. Then be- 
gan J^efus. In fpiritual feafts,it is no 
bad manners for the entertainer to 
cut for himfelf before he carve for 
his guefls. 

The firft Doftrine concerns Mi- 
nifters* Such as intend ie enter into 
the Mini ft if 1^ tniijl exfiH temptations- 
It is an expreflion reported and 
approved by M^fif^/ Perkins , That 
four things make a Divine , ( to the 
firfl three I concur, chearfully and 
willingly • to the fourth and laft 1 
confcnt fully , bu: fadly ) namely^ 
iiading and UHeditaticn j Praje/ and 
femftatim. 
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The fccond Do<3:rinc is gericril 
toallChnftians. 

/Ifter a more then ordinary elevation 
if thj Soul in grace , fufpeii and expcil 
a ffsdden Temptation. 

As fure as the Valley attends 
on a hill in nature ^ fo after an 
height of holinefs in thy £6ul ( too 
fine ware to have much meafurc of ) 
beware a depreffion, concavity^ and 
hoUowncfs of aTemptation^I fpcafc 
not this to ma^e any good Chfi- 
ftians fearful, but all wajchful 5 not 
any to d^fpair^buc all to be difcreet. 
You Miniftcrs fpcat much oT 
temptations, it is a great Topick in 
your Sermons : but for my part 
( faith many a man ) I never had 
temptation as yet 3 and know not 
what bclongcth thereunto. 

Icistoo too fufpicjpus, that the 
great work of convctfion is not as 
yet fincerely wrought in thy heart, 
and Satan needs not beficige that 
foul- with temptatfohs • ivhich is al- 
ready in his peaceable porfeflfion 5 
But if thou beef! truly conv^rited^ 
how old foever, thou ittyfiEnge- 
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nough to be tempted . A Countr y- 
ipan riding with an unknown tra 
veller (whom he conceived honcft) 
over a daQgerous plain ; This fUce 
(faid he) is infamous f&r robber j : hut 
for f^ine civ^p^rt , though often riding 
ovif it e^rlj and late ^ 1 never faro any 
thing toorff, tff^n mj [elf. In good 
time, replied the other ; and pre- 
fcntly demanded his purfe , and 
robbed him. Brag not that thou 
never hatt had a temptation •, It mzy 
furprifc thee iii that yery inftanc 
wherein thou tioafteft tnat thou 
wert never te.nipced. Whereforcj 
be not high-nfinded ^ but fear. 
Was led into the mldermfs. 
Let this qualifie the harflinefs 
pf the phrafc, L^ark i . 1 2. Thefpi- 
rit driveth him ; but how i not as 
a (hip is driven by a tcmpeft ^ not 
as the horfcs and chariots driven 
hy^eh0y furioufly :• but , to joyn 
CMatthetv, and LMark together , he 
was led^ driven , by a mixt motion : 
kd^ there is willingnefs 5 driven , a 
kinde of violence : led^ there is free- 
dom ^ ^mxr^ there is foict. 
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The fum is this : an efficacious 
imprcflioa from the fpiric met in 
Chrift wich a Voluntary condefcen-* 
tion thereunto , and fufception 
chereof. 

I fee then no caufc of cavil^ that 
EfFcdual Grace , when it works ir- 
rcfiftibly on the fo«jl of a Convert, 
muft needs prejudice and deftroy 
the liberty thereof. I may fay in 
fuch a cafe , A man is Itd'drivtn to 
repent, Ud- drivtn to believe : paral- 
lel whereanto, I may fay , He doth 
comt^irawn to repent, according 
to Chrift's cxpreflion , (^ch.6. 14, ) 
No man comttb unto me^ except the Fa^ 
thcr^ who huth fem 'me, drdw him. Sic 
juvattraii : a plcafing fprce enter- 
rained by mans freenefs 5 led and 
drivers. 

The Doftrineisthis : 
51!^^ 06 do not rafhlj tun themfelves 
into a temfta$i4n » hnt are led into it by 
divine providence, m^ with CbriflcM'- 
fide^tlj expe^ a eom/crt4hle i[fne Mt 
of tt. 

Now they run into a tempraeion, 
ivho Jeave their Calling to meet it : 
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They are led tncoa temptacion^who 
go on in cheir vocacicn, and. a eenir 
ptation eocounsers chem ; fotliat 
(bccaufe they may not gt> bock in 
their CaHing)chey mud cither gK^Or 
veiitiOi under it,ar thorovric. Now^ 
a man in his Calling ^ is tmccasj 
ftrong to rcfift the cemptatiwi, as 
one out of ic. A Fifli Is cwict as 
ftrong in the water, as on the Jl^e ^ 
but a four-footed beafl: is twice asj 
(Irong on the land , as in the water- 
Thereafonis, becaufe the wac<r is- 
the proper elementof the one., and ; 
earth of the other. Thy Calling is 
thy element, wherein thou art mod - 
able to refift temptation. When 
E/Mcame againft him , {Cen.i'z,().)\ 
f#r#^ with two excellent argutreus' 
importun d Oods protedion : One 
from Gods command , Tbou JMidfi 
nnume^ Return int^tkj cint^^ry : (he 
other from his promife 5 Thu f^dt/i 
iunt9 me^ J will deal well with thee^j. 
Both thefe reafons may ft thcu en- 
force upon God to prcfcrve thee, 
when a temptation -ffiults thee in 
thy calling: His Cooaixvas\d ^ &iy:\ 
B 4 Aa-^s 
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days fhali thou labour $ his Prornifc^ 
Thdt hi wiUkuf thu in at tkf wp^ 
( wheriot thy Calling is , next the 
fcrvftfg-of God, the higheft ; ) And 
tbpa mayft comfortably prefume 
that he will either remove the tern* 
ptation, or ipake thee vidorious 
over it, 

W/ir. To confute fuch who on 
the proud opmion of their firength 
hiftow in the ears of afleeping temputi- 
to,arfd tenrpt it co tempt them^deal- 
ing therewith as Afabel with Abner^ 
(2 Ssm. 2.) AbnerwovXd willingly 
have declined the fighting with d9pi^ 
hel 5 but the other profecuted, yea 
ptrfecuted him to fight , and was 
{Iain by him. Some temptations 
may be faid to have no minde to 
meddle with us / but that our pride 
and bufinefs muft be tatnpering 
with them. We (hould not be fo 
foitward^if we confidcred holv hard 
a thins it is to get out of a tempta- 
tion. We ufually fay^ Snch 4 man 
is run into debt i but if afterwards 
he hap to pay his engagements > we 
fay not i\idXb€ is tun out of deh^ but

he t$ creft out of debt. S wife may 
the mouon be into a temptation^ 
but flowe the recovery out of it. 

, : Jnt$thtwiUkrne[s* 
lobferve, 

Sotit^itimfs if tmfi advamsgious 
for the devil t$ tempt tts. There* 
fore Chrift fent always his difciples 
by two's J when to preach, Luk.io.i. 
when (o fetfrh the f;olr, Ma$tk2i.i. 
when to bcfpeak the room for the 
PalTeover^ U^rk 14. i^. Apd this 
perchati(;c was one reafon why 
Gbri/l in the choice of his Apoftles 
and Difciples pitch'd on an even 
number, Twelye of the one , apd 
Seventy of the other ^ that if he 
flieuld have o^cafion to fub^divide 
them, they (hould fall out intp eyen 
couples, and no odde one to lack 
acompanion« However, no place 
comes amifs to the devil to tempt 
Paradifc , where he tempted 
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our firft parents : A Palace, where 
he tempted J>4vid [with pride , in 
numbering his peeple : i^n upper roonf^ 
where Jie tempted ^udds to bctr4!j 
CbrtSf : The Ci^gregation ^ (^tha 
^ ' K^o 
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Apoftles being prefcnc ) where he 
lempted AfMniasznd SAfvb^a lo cell 
a lye. But Sacsn is in tiiis dirone, 
moftpotcnt^ndpawrfulin afoli- 
Wyiphctja ike mld^mffs. 

What was the Devils <tefign in 
tempting of Chrift ? 

He had a double defigne. 

I. If poffiblcjto wound him with 
£i!^ vdiichifbeliadcfFeded^hebad 
fruftrated tlic falvation 6t mankind ^^ 
Satan knowing he could netfaveo- 
tfcers, who Baned hi mf elf. 

Seeing Satan muft needs know, 
already that bbriff was the Son of' 
<iod, why v^dhc adventure on 
zlabiuf in vaine^ feeing it was ira- 
poflible to fliqti:c him fin f ^am. i.' 
1 3.) <?«/ tvniw h teiffted i»ith evil. 
Now Satan nrnft needs know that 
Chrift wasthe $on of God,by what 
be had ktn iand heard 5 He had I 
heard Gdriels falutation to the Vir- 
gin Mar J {Luk. 1.35.) That My thing 
which {ball h hfn cf thee^ fhaS he call- 
€dtbeSm sf God: The Angels fing- 
ing to the Shepherds {Luk. 7. 11.) 
Tpjou is born a Saviour jvhich itChri^ 

the 
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^rd. The prophccie of Simeen 
. 2. 34.) plainly defcribing him 
I Saviour ; yea, Satan had feen 
Spirit of God defcending on 
asaDove(M4f.3.i6 )and God 
ing him from heaven, for 
tkved S$n. AH thefe obferved 
lacan, muft needs infallibly in- 
\ him that Chrift was the Son 
lod^and therefore it was a won* 
that the devil would tempt 



Jl thcfe did only amount to ve- 
lent fufpitions, whereby Satan 
ht probably conjedure , but 
Id not certainly conclude him 
idnpfGod. I mean^thus he could 
hereby coUefftjThat Chrift was 
fecond Perfon in the Trinity in- 
iated> affuming mans flefli and 
ire upon him. He knew him to 
:he Son of God by grace and 
iption^ fuchanoneas D^Tz/^aod 
er men were, and a moft emi- 
it perfon in ptety and holinefs : 
knew alfo that he was the Re- 
mer of //r4e/,fuch as Mofts^IopiUA^ 
[ the reft of the Judges vitw \ ^V 
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of them Saviours of their people by 
tfsmporal deliverances from their 
enemies : ^ut he l^new npt certainly 
(though hefhrewdly fufpcfted) that 
be was the only Son of God by e- 
temal generation, and who by his 
death and Paffion (hould fave man- 
^nd from their (ins. Wherpfon;; the 
devil did not wholly defpaire, but 
tempted Chrift wich fome probabi- 
lity of fuccefs. 

This firrt defign, I may callit th^ 
devils f$rUrne hope^ which he himiclf 
(almo(l]| dcfpajred vvould cake ef- 
feft*' 

The fecond was his Refervf^ 
which was to vex our Saviours foul 
with fuflFeciog an afflidion. : If righ- 
teous jpi» (2 p£t. 2. 80 dwelling a- 
mong (he Sodomites, i» fuing mi 
hearings n;.exedhis fml from day to daf 
withtbtir unUpfful dfcds^ forely it 
not only grated the ears, but griev- 
ed the heart of Ghrift to hear the 
devil lye fb impudently, blafpheme 
God fo prcfumptuoufly^quote Scri* 
pture fo perfidioufly, and apply it (b 
mifchieyoufly. , 
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What was Gods intent in leading 
Chrift to be tempted i 

That he gaining an experimen- 
tal knowledge pf Tcmptatittns, 
might {ym|)athi2c the more affedi- 
onately y^ich us in our temptations^ 
Hth.i^. 15. Fir wt have not [uch an 
high Priift pfho cannot be ttfuthed with 
the feeling of cur infirmities^ hut tpas 
in all points tempted as m are^ ^et with- 
out fin. Why did Cfod fuffer Saint 
Pauly % Cor. i. 8, tb fall iito a dcf- 
piitate ficknefs and efcape it , but 
chiefly that he poight, vetfe 4. com- 
fon others in ttoiible , hj the comfort 
wherewith htmfelf was comforted in 
God? And for the fame reafon fufier- 
ed Chrift to be tempted* 

1 wonder why P'apifts aflignc fuch 
I and fuch difeafes, to fuch znd fuch 
Saints to cure therai : as foare eyes 
to Saint Blaze, the tootK-ach to 
Saint JppoBonia. Was it not becaufe 
(perchance we {hall give a better 
reafon for the Papifts therein, then 
iheycaneivefQirthettifelves ) thefe 
Saints wnen living were affefted 
With thefe infirmitiesfwhichraAifc^x 
1 x\>«ti\ 
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them more compaffionacc to iuch 
as fiffwt the fame maladies^ But 
whatfocverthy paines be^ make thy 
application by prayer to Ghriftj 
who will experimentally pity thy 
condition • Art thou hungry? he 
was hungry3Af4r.4,Thirfty i he was 
thirfty, lok 4. Weary i he weary, 
i^/<l^Q7. Tempted (f he was tempted, 
as in the text. 

By a barbarous and ancient en- 
{lome>all the goods of ihipwrackt 
men were efcheated to the Crown, 
and fo the poor Merchant wis ftript 
out of the raggs of his cftate, which 
the mbdefty of the witides and 
waves had left him. 

But when King Richard the Hrft 
himfelf had been on the Sea neer 
Sicily ^likc to be drowned, he re- 
called thofe Cuftomes, making 
proviHofi that the propriety of 
ihofe goods fliould ftill be preicrv- 
ed to the right owner* 

Chrift bath been toffed in a Tern- 
ptfi: of Tenfiptation , and knows 
what belongs to the trouble there- 
of; 

Let 
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1. Let us pray to him with confi* 
dence in all our difireffes, aiTured 
that out of the bcwch of his ex- 
perimental conipaflion^he witi have 
the m^e mercy upon us. 
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When he hod fed five thoufand 
wiihfiveloaves^Jtfitf. I4.2J. be wait 
uf in.o 4 mtmntain alone to fray. When 
he had fed four thouhnd with fe- 
vcn loaves , idat. 1 5. 3^9. t/^w he 
feni 4waj the muUituie ana took Jhif. 
When he had raifed Ld'^rus toVik^ 
^oh. 9. 54. he went thtnce into a 
country ncerto the wilderncfs. If 
importunate popularity would prefs 
after Chrift, it fbould clamber up a 
Mountaine with paincs, or faile on 
the Sea with peril, or feck him in a 
Wilderncfs with difficulty. 

How contrary is this to the pra- 
dice of mofl men ! when they have 
done any thing which they conceive 
fne and galtant J above theftandard 
of ordinary men, then they love to 
appear in publike^and prefcnt thcn»* 
f elves to the view of others^ 

As toeclipfe himfclf was Chrift's 
cuftome, when any eminent aft was 
done by him ^ the fame was his pra- 
ftice when any extraordinary honor 
was conferred on him: thus lately 
dignified to the eyff & ears of the be- 
holders with a fight and voice from

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Laftly , there was a defigne of 
fome to make it eighty, (fuch would 
tiot follow Chrifts example , but 
out- run him) had not the Pope in 
policie retrenched thcra , and fixed 
it on fourty days? 

However^ though the Popiffi lent, 
'be not juftly founded on Chrifts ex- 
ample, yet on this occafion wc may 
naturally raife this Dodlrine ;

By 
the Leyitical Law, in a birds neft 
the young ones, vvere not to be'killed 
with the dam : But>fliould not fome 
fuch Fifts be feaforiably obferved 
in England, Pigs would be. killed

It is a Mock- faft^ to abftain from 
Meat, and not from Sin 5 to fcrupfe 
the eating of a cruft,and in the mean 
time (PfaL 14.4.) byoppreflion to 
eat up Gods people ioo if they mre bread:, 
Arrant hypocriiic » to be fqucamifli 
to fwallow a crum. and in the mean 
tinie to devour wid^s houfes : Not 
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One who had been undutifiil to 
his father, complained of the bad- 
ncfs of his own fpn : None (faith 
he ) bath had fo gractUff a childe jf 
mj ftlf. To whom his fpn , with 
more truth then wit ^ nciorc wit then 
grace, replied , Xes , mjgrwdfatber 
had* «. 

When thou complained; that ne- 
ver mafter had fuch undutjful fer« 
vants Id the creatures as thou haft, 
fuch barren earth , fuch unwhole^ 
ibme air, fuch curft kine, fuch refty 
horfji^s ; might not thefe dumbcrea*^ 
tures (if borrowing a mans voice) 
return unto thee ^ Tts , thf lM after 
f^ath f God hath as rebellious a 
fervant in thy finful (elf. 

Sure I am, Chrifts innocence 
commanded the wilde bcafts into 
obedience*,muj;led thcBears mouth, 
brake the Tygers teeth, blunted the 
Boars tusks, pared the Lions paws ^ 
oncly the Devil , that lion , after 
fourtydays fading, adventured to 
feize on him. 

x^pd tfttrw0r/ii hi was m bungrtd. 
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" Three principal reafons rtiay be 
alleadgcd for Chrifls hungtfr. 

Firft^ bccaufe he was now to 
leave the WiWernefs^ and come in- 
to a Country that afforded plenty 
of food : Ood therefore, who had 
formerly tied up his Appetite, now 
let it loo (e again. ^ *• 

The fccond Reafon, to Aewyou 
the truth of his Humility, His foft- 
ing fp long y fpake him God ^ bis 
being fiangry afterwards , fpake 
him Man : His fafting , and being 
an hungry afterwards , fpake him 
God^man, and a fit Mediator. 

The third Reafon ^ to toll on the 
devil to tempt Chrift with fdme 
hope of fuccefs, that fo Satans 
(hame and confufion might be the 
more, when overcoribe. Chtifts 
being an hungry in fome fOrttempt- 
ed the devil to tempt him , and in- 
rpirited Satan with fdme {Probabili- 
ty of conqueft : fot Satan before 
was aim oft out of heart at the loflg 
miraculous faffing of Chrift 3 one- 
lyc^e thing cdoiforted him, that 
Mfifes ftid Elids fafted a$ long ^ and . 
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yet were but mccr mtn, ^im. 5.17. 
fublcSl to tiki fafsiBHS oi m dre. T his, 
i fay 3 kept Sacan in heart , that not 
withftanding Chrift's long Rafting, 
he might be fubjedl to iin ^ and 
when he found him in hungry , his 
hope was doubled , that mU tv^ his 
mn ^ which made hiAi tempt Chrift 
with the more confidence. 

From Chrift's hunger at laft, after 
fo long fading, we conclude,

Men fometimes are enabled by 
God to go beyond themfelves, and 
are raifcd in fome kinde of per- 
formances to fo high a pttch^ that 
they can never reach it aftewards. 
But if this good temper fliould 
iUy with thcAi fome cerme of 
time y he cannot thence truely 
infer a perpetuity of that condi- 
tion. One may be cbafte fourty 
days together^ aftd not feele the 
ieaft motion to luft ^ yet dfterwdrds 
be wanton. One may be patient iour -

cut off the beards aod cloaches of 
Divid's Ambatfadpurs in fbe middle j 
fo Satan cites this &:ripcure if hdfs. 
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I confcfs , not for mmberof words, 
but for the fenfe thereof, he leaves 
out a r?fifjtU of the text, the moft cf- 
feftual and operative words therein, 
which were not onely of the Com* 
miffion at largc^buc the ^orum^viz% 
tnallih'jwjip. God promifing his 
procedion on no other terms, but 
wh:lft men confine themfelvcs to 
cheir Vocation. 

S4tan is an excellent Tixtfiary , snd 
mojl knowing in Scrip:uri. 

He knoweth every Book , Cha- 
pter, Vcrfc, WordjSy liable, Letter, 
in the Old and New Teftamcntj 
even in the Ociginal Languages 
wherein they were written. He 
needeth no Corxordame alphabc*^ 
tically to finde out places , who 
hath them all adunguem. But ft is 
obfervablc, that in all the Scripture^ 
from Cenefts to ReveUti$n ^ Sataa 
knoweth not one text which ten. 
dereth comfort unto him. Many 
are unto him doleful mtileogers of 
defpair . as that, H{b,2. 1 6, He u§k 
net en him tbt nature cf dngtls. 1 hir, 
Jude verf. 6. 4nd the a^gtls wkid 
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keft n0i their firft eft ate , ht left their 
emn bditatien ^ be hath referved in 
ivtfldfiing chains under darkaefs , unt$ 
the judgement cf the great daij. Many 
texts prefent him with fadoefs, part* 
ly from his incapability of falva- 
tion, for want of a Saviour 3 partly 
from his imppflibility to repent, be- 
caufe of his implacable and invin- 
cible malice. How far more happie 
is the pooreft foul, who, though not 
b9ok^learn*d , hatR onely a magazine 
of feme fele A places, and promises 
in Scripture ( gotten not ooely by 
hearty but kt his keart ) whence he 
may apply confolation to his foul ! 
Satan may be cunning in Scripture, 
but the Scripture cannot be com* 
fort|ble to him. 

It is not enough to hear Scripture al* 
Uadgd^ in pint vf faith or fab 3 hnt^ 
with the Bercans, we muft examine 
whether the things be fo. 

Five things herein muft be en- 
quired after. 

I • Is the thing alleadg'd, in Scri-^. 
pture, or no < It is ftrange , that 
many things, by vulgar errour, and 
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common credulity , pafs for currant 
to be in Sfripture, v^hcn no fuch 
matter is to be found therein. Many 
things are tafcen up i?j content^ with- 
out either Weighing or telling 
ithem .

1 4. where David difcribtth the out* 
ward happinefs of wicked men^ and 
fpeaking of them to God^ he faith, 
Whdfe bellies THOU filleft wkb THt 
hid iredfure. THoU 5 It is God that 
fillcth them : THT ; it is out of Gods 
Wealth, that the wicked aiefiird 5 
though under him, Satan is inftru- 
meotaUy cdive to confer riches 
upOnthem« 

But Chrift himfclf fecffifes to 
confent to Satans foveraignty over 
the world, when filling him thrice, 
namely, loh. 12.31. and i4»30. and 
1 6. 1 1 . Prince of this wtnrld. 

The Devil is Prince -ef thif vmld^ 
not by Gods creation^ and legal in- 
rcAing him therein, but partly by

ftm God. The devil, by Gods per-

might of his fouK Secondly, Wfao 
isfo compdrdtivelj ^ in reference to 
wielded men^ appearing righttouiin 
regard of thofc, who have no good- j 
ne($ at all in their hearts. Tbirdlf , 
righteous imputativeJj , having the 
nghceQVifne& of Qod la Chrift iin-j 
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puted un€o htm. La^/s righteous 
iBhefiviljj having many heavenly 
graces, and holy endowOKBts, fin'* 
cere, though not perfe&, or evaoge- 
lically perfeft ^ro hnfiatu^ beftovr^ 
e4 upon, and remaining wrtbin him. 
Such tfi^ht€$fis mim as this, S^hmm 
law fttijbing M i(i/ rigbtm^ff.

It is anfwercd in the fir ft places' 
S4tl$m§ns obfervations were not all 
confined to his owne councrcy and 
kingdom ; though ftaying at home 
in his perfon , his minde travel* 
led into forraigne parts , and in the 
neighbouring countrcy s of Egfft ^ 
Ei$m\ Sjrid , x^ffjria , &c. might 
behold the fmfhing iff the righteous 
andlong^flourifliingof the wicked, 
Secondly jhisexpreflion, ibsvefeen^ 
relates not onely to his ocular, but 
experiij^Dtal dilcoTeries^ What 50 
l§m$» got by the help of Hiffory i 
Study, and perufall of Chronicles. 
Hethltwassfcirdin natural Phiio- 
fophy from the Cedar to the 
Shrub, was (nOdpubt)wellvtrfed 
in all civil occurrences^ from the 
Prince lo the Peafant , from Adsm 
to the prefent age wherein be lived, 
fo much as by any extant recoids 
could be colleded. To fee humaflc 
writers afide, the Scripture alone 
afiforded laca plentiful- prefidbtfs 
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lerein. Open the Bible, and wc 
ball finde ( almoft in the firft leaf) 
i»jf Abal peri/hipg in his rigbttwfnefs^ 
ind wicked Gain ftoUnging bu lift in 
\is iniquitf. To omic other inftances, 
Ukmon^ by relation from his fa- 
her, might fadly rcmembeCi how 
abimltch che High prieft firifbedin 
'w righU9ufntfs^ with all the Priefts, 
ohabitants c^thc city of itf^i^, whil* 
:ft 8mI who condemned, and Dotg 
Tfho executed them^ flouriihed long 
in their iniquity. So much for the 
^xooi tha hit fi: Come we now 
CO the reafons wbj itisfo. Thefe rea- 
fons are of a double nature^ fome 
fetcht from nature, others from re- 
ligioQ. For the prefenc weinfift 
onely on the former, referving the 
reft till we (hall encounter the A^, 
iheifif in the fequele of our dif- 
courfc. 

Firft, Becaufe good men , of all 
others,are moft envied & maligned^ 
having the fierceft adverfaries ta 
oppo&them. With (he moft in the 
world^ it is quarrel enough tahate 
a good maa , becaufe he is a good 
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mail. Saint /4ki/ (aich of himfelf ^ 
"^ lprefst00arJs the mark. Andchc ' 
fame is the endeavour of cwexy 
good man. Now as m a race cbc 
formoft man who iw ncaitft the 
mark ^ is envied of all thofe 
which come afctr him » who com- 
monly life sdl foul play towards 
hfm^ (jnftling him on the fidc^ feek- 
ing to trip up his heels ^ yea^ fome* 
times thrufting him forward on the 
back , that fo he might fall head* 
long.by his ownc weight and their 
violence) fo ofcen cometh it to pafs 
betwixt rivals in the race of hoBOur 
and virtue. lU-miirded men per^ 
ceiving thcm&Wes quite out-ftripc 
by fome eminent per ion who hach 
got the fpeed of them^ and defpair- 
tng fairly to overtake Him, reu)lvc 
fijUlly to overtorno Him 9 by afl 
means pofible contriving his de- 
ftrudUon. 

Hence conies shofe many mtllp 
ons of diviccs and ftracagems con- 
trived for hiiruinCj endeavouring 
eichocto 
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Divert him from 

Dcftroy him \% 

If the firft Cakes no e£feA^ and if 
his conftancy appears fucb as m%K 
m regret he will perfift in piety, 
leaving them no hope co hjJfs him 
CO bafe ends, then difptiring co hem 
him from, xhcy CQnttWt to hedk ttm 
in bis rigtrtemifnefs. Thus whileft he 
hath many enemies which confpire 
his deftru^ion, feefcing with power 
u> fupprefs, or policy Co fupplaiit 
htm s The wicked man on the other 
fide , hach the geoeraKcy of nen 
(the moft being bad as himfelf ) to 
befriend him ; a maiti caufe ot bB^ 
prolonging himfelf fuccefsful in his 
wickedneis. 

Secondly y RighteHs mm fefijh in 
their rightemfmfs ^ becaufe not fo 
wary , and watchful to defend 
themfelves iti danger, being deaf to 
ill jealouiies and fuipidons, over- 
confident of other men, meafurif^ 
all others by the integrity of their 
owne intentions. This makes chetn' 
He at an Open ?uard,not fencing and' 
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fortifying chemfelvcs againft any 
fuddcn furprifal^ but prcfuming, 
that dcferving no hurt, hone (hall 
be done unto them. Thus Geddtidh^ 
governour of the reninant of the 
lems after the captivity, twice re- 
ceived he exprefs intelligence of a 
confpiracy to kill him , yet was Co 
far from giving credit, that he gave 
a fliarp rqprooi: to the firft difcove- 
rer thereof. Yea, when ^obdn^i 
the (bn oiKxndh^ tendered his fer* 
vice to kill Ijhmdcl^ ((cnt, as he faid, | 
from Badit king o( Amman to flay 
Gi4^iah^ Gedaliab xc]oy€itdy "^ThoH 
fhdli not d$ this thing , for tbon fffdkefi^ 
fdlfij $f iJbmdeL His noble nature 
, gave no entertainment to the re- 
port, till he found it too late to pre- 
vent it. Whilcft wicked men, pan* 
ly.outofpolicy, more out of guil- 
tinefs, deep like HtrcuUs with theii 
club in their hand , (land alwaies 
on their guard,' are jealous of their 
very ihadows and appearances of 
da9ger, a great caufe of their fafcty 
and fticcefs, prolonging themfdves 
in their wickednefs« 
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Thirdly, Tbej ferijb becaufc of a 
lazie principle which hath pofTcflcd 1 
the heads & hearts ercn of the beft 
men, (who are unexqufable hcreid) 
namely, that God in due time will 
defend tbeiriDnoceoce3whtchnfiakes 
them more negligent and remifs in 
defending t hem felves s as the Pro- 
phet makes mention of * afi$nt €M 
m withim bands ^ they conceive 
t their caufe will without mans help 
hew its own way through the rocks 
of all reiiftaiice 3 as if their eaufe 
would (land Centinel for them, 
though they ftept themfelves ; z%jA 
their caufewould^fix their Muskets) 
though they did it not themfeWes; 
Thus'^the ChrifttMSiti their battels 
againfl the tmh , having W9n ike 
daj by their valour , have hft tkt 
nigh by their negligence ^ which 
principally proceeded from their 
confidence, that God iiuerefted as 
a Second in every juft caufe, was in 
that quarrel concerned as a Pria* 
ciple » and it could not ftand in -his 
juftice to differ it to mifcarry* ^ i | 

Whereas on the other fidcin^k^ 
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cd men ufe double diligence in f 
I mocing their defigncs^ If their 1; 
caufe bck leggs of its owne , t 
vt^ll gite it wings from their c 
full A)lliciting thereof, and 
foulder up their crackt title \ 
their owne iflduftry* f hey w; 
for ail tides, and wait for all tii 
JBiid work by all waies, and fai 
all winds ; each golden oppocto 
xheycunaiBglycourtj andgree 
eijEch, and carefully keep, and tl 
Silyiife i in a word, tiijdrewil 
their genirstif^s then tbi ^iildfi 

This may ht perceived by 
paiaUel l>etwi;c$ the wi£e and 
hailoc : many wivts (tfaougHli 
in:they cannot be /defended )fco 
tM;; their husbands oUigtfd io( 
luenee to love tbem by vera 
tbdr iblemntptomife made be 
<jod and ,thecpngregauon at i 
imarrjugej are tI]^reiore the 
cat efuito ftudy compliance to i 
J)0sbandsde&r^S5 they know l 
husbandsyif wronging them^ w^ 
ihfimiclvescher^; andprcfui 
/ .. ^ 
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chemlclves co deferve love as due 
ubco them for their haitefty and 
loyalty of afleAipns , arc the le(s 
follicitoas to gainth«t which they 
count their owne already; Whillt 
the harlot confcions co her felf of 
her ufofpation ^ that (he bath no 
lawfol right to tite imbraces of her 
^ramour , tunes her felf to the 
cridcalnefs of all coniplaccn^ to 

1 humour hitn in ati his defiresv And 
thus aiwaies tbo/e men whofe 
cauiib have the weakeft fawidatton 
in piety, getteth the ftrongeft buc* 
trefs in policy to fupport it. 

Lately, the righttHH mun^ by tfie 
princifdes of his profeffioQp istyed 
tm , and coo^ned onely to the ufe 
Gft^fuch means for 1>is prefervatioa, 
as are C(»ifonant to Gods will> con- 
Jformable to bis word ) preferring 
I rather to ^ie m^y times , then to 
faVc hien&lf once by unwarrama* 
ble wales. Propoimd unto him a 
^roft^ for bis fafeiy, and as^/«- 1 
'«0» pvdmifed fstfom to JdiPiijabyfc 
loriga^lie "^ (htmdbimfilfmnhj^^o^ 
iioK^l^ if wick§^ mrt f*imd h 
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himjhtfhpnldfuriljdity SosOUr 
te§f46 man ooely accepts and cir 
ccth fuch plots to fecure hit 
theteby, as acquit themlelves 
neft and honoutable: fuch as ap 
othcrwife, he prcfently difpai 
with dcceftacion^dcftroying th 
ly mocton and mention the 
frotn entring into his heart. Oi 
other fide, the wicked man is li 
large, allowing him&lf liberty 
latitude^ to do any thing in his 
defence, making a conftaot pra< 
of doing tvil, that gc§d may 
t hereof. 

Yea we may obfervt in all i 
that wicked men make bold \ 
Religion ^ and thofe who couiji 
pradjce of piety t burden, fine 
pretending thereof an advanti 
and therefore be the matter i 
manage never fq bad ( if pofii 
they will intitle it tohc G0ds c 
Much was the fubftance in (he.; 
ihadow oi Saint Peter ^ which li 
the people fo defirous thereof 2 
paired by the fireets* And the' 
umbrage of Bteliglon hath a £ 
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reign virtue in it. No better cordi- 
il for a dying caufe, then to over- 
(hado w it with the prcence that it is 
G$ds €Mfi^ (or firft>this is the way to 
uakc and keep a great and ftrong 
'jarty:No (boner che watch word U 
7jven out^#r Gpds cMfe^but inftantly 
Gad, Beh/d stnpf amitb of ma- 
ny hoAeft, but ignoraACmcn, who 
prcfs CO be lifted in fo pious 
n employment. Thefe may be 
kild 9 but caenoc be conquered : 
for till their judgements be other- 
wife informed, chcy will triumph 
>n being overcome, as confident ,

Ne wonder if it oftencomechto 
paf$, thac the righttcus mdf$ perifbetb 
h bu rigbt€6ufnefs^ mui tk^mdtitd fr$- 
UngithhUUfeinbUwUkidntfs. 

Come we now to the abufes 
which wicked men make of the 
righteous mans peri(bing ia bis 
rightebufners. And here the whole 
kennel of Atheifts come in with a 
full cry 9 (oh thac there were no 
niore of theni on earth, then there 
are in hell , where torture makes 
•hcnvall (peak truth) fpendingtheir 
wicked breath againft God and his 
attributes. Some bark at bis Prbvi- 
dcnce^ as if he perceived notthefe 
things^ H^w doih G4d knew ^ m4» 
there knowledge in the m$fi higbi . 0- 
lYitts cavil at bis juftice^ that^e has 
no minde ^ others Orp^^^rhis 
ftrength, that he has no power to 
redifie and redrefs thefe enormb 
ties. This world ( fay they ) is a 
/hip without ^ i^Aot^ Peered ondy I 

- ^_^ ,1 - ■ „ ^-^^ 
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with the windcs and waves x>f cafu- 
alcy^ ic is a mecr lottery^ wherein the 
heft men dayly draw the bUnks^ 
and the worft run away with the 
ffi^s. And, as i^hfohm boafted^ 
if he were king ot ifnul^ how fir 
he would out*cfo DavH in right ma- 
naging of all matters^ : fb thefe im- 
pudent wretches conceive with 
themfelvts, the Plat -form of the 
world bad been more psrfedr^might 
they have been admitted to the 
making thereof. The Moon would 
have fhined without any fpots , ro^ 
fes grown without any prickles , 
fair , weather, fliould never have 
dofi^arm, becauie rain ihould on- 
ly fall in the night, neither to hin- 
der the pleafurc of the rich, or hurt 
the pro^t of the poor. Merit ihould 
be made the onely ftandard of pre- 
fcrnient \ no ftrifbingBf the rightom 
man in bit rigktetmfmfs^ when fuc- 
cefs (bould onely be entailed on 
defen. io a word , fuch Atheifts 
prcfume all things by them (hould 
pe fo pjrudently difpofed, that fio- 
ilung^ no doubt, in the wkoU 
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World (houkl hs out of otder, favc 
themfelves. 

Morn? might be fboken to hpgh^ 
ten and prove the QDJedton, btit I 
am afraid to ffdf fift nircher thcrcint 
It ift not onely da|i|frous co be> but 
even to aft an Atbcift^ though with 
intent to confute Iheir errour , for 
fear that our poifons pierce further 
^hen our antidotes, fiut in anfwer 
tochi9 obje^ion, know, that God^ 
without the leaft prejudice ^ ' ' 
juftice, may fuf&rfik ^^AfMnri 
t0 pirifb in bu righnnfmfs^ becaafe 
allow him righteou9/ii/fi</4 cmfs^i 
is not f o ]ufkicU ferfm^^ the beft man 
ftandiog guilty of many fi^dtstad 
failings in his fight.

Without fome fwerTiog therein; Ef- 
pecially when al che faults of che in- 
ferior officers employed under him, 
I are chargeable on t\\trigbu$tu mMS 
tccount) the matter of whofe caufc 
may juftly peri(h, by Gods juft an- 
ger on the unjuft m;inagery thereof. 
Yea God, without the leaft ble- 
mifli CO his Juftice, may (uffer the 
righteous temporally to perifb in hk 
r$ghu(mfntfs^ becaufe in the midft 
of their iufFerings his mercy fup- 
ports them with the inward com- 
fort of a ckar confciencct In the 
lime of perfecution^a womtn being 
big with child» was imptifonedana 
condemned to die, which the night 
before her execution, was (I cannot 
fay brought to bed ) delivered of a 
child, wnen her pain (wanting the 
help of a midwife) muft be prelum- 
ed exceeding great The Jailor hear- 
ing her cry out in her pangs: If]9i 
cry ( fad he ) t$ddj, I miBmskiffiB 
fbrttk W9rf€ t$ mifrrcp^y whin jm jrf M 
be burnt dt d jldkit.

If one conceive himfelf 
oiiged io the Hmtdred^ or any 
feriour Court, he may by a certi^ 
ri, or an 4U€€dm adcmriam^ X^f^ote 
to the Kings Bench or Ccmnmn^ 
fitf ^ as he is advifed bed i?n his 
gne advant;agev tfbeappnehis^d*

And fo 
much to aflfert Gods juft ice io fuSer- 
iog the rigktHii mMt§ firifh iftbi 
righumfmfs. 

Now on the other fide, God may 
without any prejudice to his juftice^ 
fufler wicked men for a time to 
thrive in this worlds andnotfud* 
denly furprife them with punifii- 
mem, fo giving them « ffMtt f^ 
ftm , if they would but make ufe 
thereof. Indeed DdPid faith , ft^/ 
fhiBlmMtbevMentmAn t0 ^vmkim 
him^ Bui GoAts^fmrkmmPi he 
might in the rigour of hb juftice 
inock wickcA Atik4oima& lie find* 
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ihcta fitting tnthiir forms t But God 
Will giVBXhem fsk Um^ chey (hill 
for a cioe run^ yea (port them - 
fclves before his judgeaients, ere 
they are pleafcd to overtake them. 

Know alfo^to the i^arthe r clearing 
of bis juftice^ that wicked nitn, not* 
withftanding their thriving in bad- 
nefs for a time , are partly pnnifli- 
ed in this World , with a conftant 
corrofive of a guilty confcicnce^ 
which they carry ^bouf them. 
The Probatione^Pf^ciple faid to 
our Sariour^ M^tfttr^ IwiU foSmtkn 
mhithtrfuvtr thn^H^h what i< pr«h 
mifed by him , «is performed by a 
guilty confcience, that Sqaiu §f 
tikMf, alwaies officious to attend 
a malefa(%our« Faft, and imif$ll§0 
thti^ and thy empty body (hall not 
be fo full of winoe , as thy minde 
of difmal apprehenfions : fcaft^and 
i wiUfill§0 tkee % and as the k^^ 
the witl^ bring in the fad reckoning, 
for thy large bill of fare : (lay at 
home^ zxiAlmiUfoUt0th€€^ ride a- 
broad^ widlmUfitkmthi^o^ elfc 
meft thee ia the way witli my aiiked 
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fword , as the Angel did Balum : 
Wake, and i mifwcm tbu .- deep, 
and / wiif$B0^ tka^ and affright 
che^ with hideous fincie) , and ter- 
rible dreams , as I did King Rieh^i 
the chirdythe nighc before his death. 
I hare read of one, Who under- 
took in few days .to make a fat (heep 
lean ^ and yet was to allow, him a 
daily and large ptovifion of meat, 
fofcand cafie lodging, with (ecurity 
from all dcnger^thac nothing (bould 
hurt him. This he effe^cd, by 
putting firm into an Iron-grate, and 
placing a ravenous wolf hard by in 
another, always howling, fighting, 
fencing, fcratching at the poor 
(heep ^ which affrighted with this 
(ad Ipund, and worie iight, had lie- 
c)e joy to eat, left to deep ; whereby 
his fle(h was fuddenly abated • But 
wicked men hare the terrors of tn 
a0Tighted confcience conftantly, 
not onely barking at them ^ but 
bidngof thend; which diflWeetens 
their moft delicious mirth, with the 
fad confideration of the fins they 
have commuti^d ^ ^xvd ^wwvihment 
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' chey muft undergo , when in ano- 
ther world chey (hall be called to i 
account. This thought alone makes ( 
their (buls lean^how fat foe vcr their 
bodies may appear. And as fores 
and wounds commonly fmart, ake, 
and throb moft , the neercr it is to 
night i . f o the anguiih and torture of 
a guilty confcience increafcth y the 
oeerer men apprehend tbemfel ves to 
the day of their death. 

Now not onely wicked men, but 
even the children of .God , becaufe 
of the. corruption of their hearts,- 
too often make bad ufes to thcmv 
icWcs^jftbirigttecm mMsforifbing 
in hk rigbu0»fnefm , Thefe may be 
divided into three ranks :
